Of course this is acity of adobe, 
and very.fortunate it is that there is 
no lumber hére, or that the people do 
not know -how to use it, or that they 
prefer mud, for the most cool and 
comfortuble houses in the world, for 
this hot climate, are these same thick- 
walled, high-roofed adobe casas. 

The windows are barred, the streets 
are hollow, snd there is not a 
wind-mill in the town. It is a city of 


ideal Mexican appearance, but what 
makes the contrast strongest between 


facts and possibilities 1s the fact that 
this adobe city lies at the foot of | 


A MOUNTAIN OF MARBLE— 


a mountain of beautiful marble, a 
storehouse of material for unlimited 
mansions and villas and palaces, that 
has raised aloft its white rocks for 
centuries in solemn protest against 
this mud- building people. 

An ingenious system of winter 
drainage is perfected throughout the 
city. Its very simplicity is its chief 
—and only—charm. It consists in 
wearing down the middle of the street 
until it resembles a trough, through 
which the floods find an easy course 
to the lowlands. . 

The only use to which the marble 
supply has thus far been put is in 
paving the sidewalks, and that has 
been quite general. 

But no cutting or pclishing has 
ever been done; the paving is done 
with rough slabs, broken easily from 
the surface of the rocks. [It is said 
that a slab was sent to San Francisco 
for elaboration, but was found too 
hard for working purposes. As it was 
probably taken from the surface, how- | * 
ever, where the Sonora sun has-been 
baking it since the creation, there is} 
reason in its hardness, and its experi- 
ence is no evidence against the quarry 
of underground stone. 

IMPROVEMENTS, BUSINESS, ETC. 

Two fine buildings are in course of 
construction on opposite sides of the 

laza, a cathedral and a State house,

Crop Statistics. 


WasHinetun, June 3—The 
statistician of the Agricultural 
Department, J. R. Dodge, has 
prepared a reviewed compilation 
of crop statistics for 1882,which 
will be particularly interesting 
just now, when it is remember- 
ed how the croakers had the 
crops all ruined last spring, as 
they have them annihilated 
now. The total wheat crop 
for 1882 finally figured up at 
502,798,600 bushels against 380,- 
280,000 for 1881, and 409,479,- 
505 for 1879. The corn crop 
for 1882 is put at 1,624,917,- 
800 bushels; for 1881, at 1+ 
199,916,000 bushels, and for 
1879,1,794,861,535 bushels. The 
average export wheat crop for 
the past sixteen years has been 
about 25 per cent. With ref- 
erence to the crop harvested in 
1882, the exports to the end of 
Februarv according to the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, was but 8,830,- 
047 bushels of wheat, 6,372,103 
barrels - of flour, and 14,685,160 
bushel of corn. 


The Walled Lake.

So was Rome once, and 
so was Spain a little while ago. Have 
we a perpetuity for our imperial 
greatness? Js there no worm at the 
root? and is not the drunkenness that 
is spreading among the millions, is not 
that worse at the root? Can any man 
be a Christian, can any man be a citi- 
zen, can any man be a member of the 
commonwealth and not have only a 
share, but a fear, when he sees these 
things? There was a time when the 
port of Rome had quays of marble— 
of the most costlymarble in Egypt 
and the East; when great galleys full 
of wealth were moored along those 
quays. Whatisit now? The river 1s 
choked by sand; the quays are gone; 
the wreck of those marbles is hidden 
—the mud of the Tiber has covered all 
its greatness. Why should not the 
mouth of the Tyne one day be so? 
Human things are all marble, and 
mutable, and the day may come when 
our busy city of Newcastle may lie 
like the port of Rome; when Tyneside, 
with all its wealth and ull its activity, 
may lie dead and dormant. Assuredly 
it is righteousness that exalteth the 
nation, and there can be no righteous- 
ness without temperance. emper- 


ance is government. When the people 


are temperate they can govern them- | San 
selves. Men that are intoxicated can- 

not govern themselves. The time has 
come, then, to stay this evil by all the 
might and all the wisdom we possess.

Beaudry Water Works, 

About 750,000 gallons of water are 
being daily pumped into the hill res- 
ervoir of the Beaudry ‘works, and the 
demand for water in that part of the 
city is well supplied. Mr. Beaudry 
states, however, that owing to the great 
cost of-fuel at present the water is still 
furnished to customers at a loss. 
Beaudry has made many experiments 
with a view of obviating this difficulty, 
but they have all fkiled thus far. He 
endeavored at one time to make use of 
brea, but while that is plentiful and} 
cheap, it failed to give a satisfactory 
heat, clogging up the farnaces badly. 
He had great hopes of petroleum, and 
for a time used the native oil with 
ood results, but just as he had con- 
cluded that this material could be used 
economically, the manufacturers raised 
the price and he had toabandon it. He 
now depends wholly upon imported 
coal, finding it cheaper in the long run. 
The supply of water for the hills is 
ample, but the great waste of it in irri- 
gating by careless persons makes the 
expense of raising a sufficient supply 
very heavy.
